“SHEER NONSENSE” 
Secretary McKay 


Butler Raps 
McKay as 
Labor Foe 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (?—Dem- 
ocratic National Chairman Paul 
M. Butler and Secretary of the In- 
terior Douglas McKay threw blunt 
words at each other today over a 
strike at the McKay family-owned 
automobile agency in Salem, Ore. 

Butler, in a statement, accused 
McKay of “antiunion’’ activities 
and said this Labor Day marks 
the first in history ‘‘when a mem- 
ber of the President’s Cabinet was 
openly conducting a union-busting 
drive.”’ 

McKay, informed of the state- 
ment, issued his own. 


“The Democratic party’s attack 
on me because of a strike in an 
automobile sales agency that bears 
my name,’’ McKay said, “‘is sheer 
nonsense and political demagog- 
uery at its worst.”’ 


CONTRACT DISPUTE 


McKay declared, ‘Responsible 
labor leaders and labor union 
members will not be deceived by 
Paul Butler’s below-the-belt tactics 
with which the nation is familiar.” 


Mechanics belonging to the AFL 
machinists’ union have been on 
strike at the McKay agency and 
two other Salem auto dealers since 
July 26 in a dispute over new con- 
tract terms. 

Butler said the McKay company 
is advertising for ‘‘strike-breakers”’ 
with an ad saying, “Union mem- 
bership is not necessary. Strike 
now in progress. Permanent em- 
ployment.” 

He also said McKay himself has 
crossed the picket line at the Mc- 
Kay agency and that Interior De- 
partment vehicles are being sent 
through the picket lines to be serv- 
iced at another of the strikebound 
agencies, 

“The McKay incident,’’ Butler 
added, “is simply the latest evi- 
dence that this is an antilabor ad- 
ministration.”’ 

McKay said that before he came 
to Washington he had been in busi- 
ness in Salem.for 28 years and 
had ‘‘enjoyed cordial and uninter- 
rupted working relations with all 
my employes.” 


SEVERAL STRIKES 


“Not until I became a member 
of the Cabinet was any attempt 
made to portray me as an enemy 
of labor or of the working man,” 
he said. 


He said there were several 
strikes now on against automobile 
agencies in Salem but “‘the New 
Deal smear brigade is interested 
in the one against the McKay agen- 
cy for obvious reasons. Evidently 
they intend to extort a settlement 
while attempting to embarrass the 
administration in which I have the 
honor to serve.”’ 


McKay said that under the terms 
of the original contract with Gen- 
eral Motors, dating back many 
years, he had been required to re- 
tain a majority stock interest in 
his name in order to retain the 
franchise for the automobile agen 
cy. ' 

But he said he had explained re- 
peatedly that he doesn’t manage 
the agency, doesn’t direct it, 
doesn’t supervise it or control it 
in any way.

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Brookwood Interchange Planting 
Waiting for U.S. Road Bureau’s Okay 


Final plans and _ specifications 
have been completed by an At- 
lanta landscape architect for plant- 
ing of the Brookwood interchange 
of Atlanta’s north expressway. 

The architect, Eugene R. Mar- 
tini, said the plans and specifica- 
tions have been sent to the U.S. 
Bureau of Public Roads for ap- 
proval, and it is hoped that bids 
for the planting can be opened 
by Dec. 1. 

Landscape plantings of trees, 
shrubs, vines, cover plants and 
lawns have been recommended by 
Martini to promote driving safety, 
reduce maintenance costs and en- 
hance the beauty of the area. 

A preliminary report was filed 
by the architect a.few months ago 
with the State Highway Depart- 
ment, which will finance the $25 - 
000 project jointly with the U.S. 
Bureau of Public Roads on a 50-50 
matching basis. 

In his preliminary report, setting 
forth detailed recommendations as 


Fort Mac’s 
Chapel Once 


Guardhouse 


Fort McPherson’s Post Chapel 
has not always been the center 
of the soldier’s religious life. 


The ivy-covered, one-story 
building just inside- of the main 
gate was originally constructed 
as the post guardhouse. 

It was built in 1889, when old 
McPherson Barracks was moved 
from West End to the present 
site. 

Old-timers say that it also 
served as a powder magazine 
and a stable for polo ponies. 


It remained a guardhouse un- 
til, in 1891, a new guardhouse was 
built and the old guardhouse was 
converted to the “Post Hall and 
Chapel.”’ 

The post was originally built 
for the purpose of maintaining 
order in newly captured Atlanta 
during the War Between the 
States, 


When the post moved in 1889, 
its name was changed to Han- 
cock Barracks in honor of Gen. 
W. S. Hancock, a candidate for 
president of the United States. 

Later in 1889, the name was 
again changed to Fort McPher- 
son, in honor of Gen. Birdseye 
McPherson, who was killed in 
the Battle of Atlanta. The pre- 
fix, fort, signified that the post 
had become a permanent United 
States Army installation.

to locations, Martini told State 
Highway Engineer M. L. Shadburn 
that he hoped .planting could be- 
gin this fall. 

“The prime contribution which 
landscape planting can make to 
the Atlanta Expressway is to en- 
hance its safety,” the architect 
declared. 

Noting that the greatest number 
of smashups occurs at the point 
separating northeast traffic from 
northwest traffic, Martini proposed 
high plantings at that point to 
emphasize the division of lanes. 

Pointing out that the next great- 
est number of wrecks have oc- 
curred along the median fence on 
the northeast leg just before and 
just after the northwest leg over- 
pass, Martini recommended vine 
planting along the fence. 


VINES POINT WAY 


Vines planted progressively 
closer along the fence not only 
would be a directional aid but 
would give the illusion of increas- 
ing speed, he said. 

At other points the landscape 
design calls for screen planting to 
minimize headlight glare at night 
and disturbing traffic influences 
by day. Additional planting is rec- 
ommended to serve as barriers 
and cushion the shock of crashes. 

The report points out that the 
planting of ground cover and shrub 
masses can control erosion, elim- 
inate mowing of grass and discour- 
age any pedestrian traffic from 
uncontrolled areas. 

Protective planting is proposed 
to reduce the effect of noise and 
traffic lights on residential areas 
bordering the expressway. 

BLOT OUT UNSIGHTLY 

The entire planting scheme is 
designed to create a pleasing ap- 
pearance by screening out objec- 


pearance of power poles, relieving | 
the monotony of a bare slope, 
weaving a pattern against a wall 
‘or framing certain views. 

Although some canopy trees will 
be used, large trees will not be 
generally specified. A number of 
specimen evergreens will be plant- 
ed. 


BROOKWOOD EMPHASIS 


The scope of the work was pro- 
posed from North avenue north- 
ward to Northside drive on the 
northwest leg and to the Atlantic 
Coal and Ice Co. plant on the 
northwest leg.

All Indications Show Salk 


Effective, Folsom Reveals

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (UP)— 
Marion B. Folsom, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, said 
today ‘“‘all indications are’’” that 
the new Salk vaccine is “‘effective”’ 
in preventing polio. 

His statement was the first of-| 
ficial word from the government 
that the new vaccine, used this 
vear for the first time in mass i= | 
oculations, has proved successful 
in halting the dread disease. 

Interviewed on the NBC-TV pro- 
gram ‘‘Meet the Press,” Folsom 
said figures received thus far by 
the U. S. Public Health Service, 
covering four or five states, show 
the rate of paralytic polio among 
vaccinated children was one-fourth 
to one-half the rate among unvac- 
cinated youngsters. 

‘All indications are that it Is 
effective,” Folsom said. 

NEW YORK FIGURES 

Officials of New York State and 
New York City previously have 
given out figures indicating the Salk 
shots were effective in lowering 
the polio rate among their inocu- 
lated children. 

But Public Health Service off- 
cials repeatedly have declined to 
draw any conclusions from statis- 
tics available thus far. They said 
only last week the figures were still 
too inconclusive to give any judg- 
ment on the vaccine. 

Folsom said there ade- 
quate vaccine available for the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis to complete all its sec- 
ond shots for first and second- 
graders. The foundation has com- 
pleted its first shots and given a 
little less than half of the second 
shots to first and second graders in 
its free-vaccine program, Folsom 
said

The Army action was called a

His wife, who has worked as a 
civilian employe in the budget and 
fiscal branch at Redstone, was 
moved to a nonsensitive position. 

‘I don't believe in hope any 
more,” she said. “I don’t believe in 
anything any more.”’ 

Novak's case 1s similar to sever- 
al others recently brought under 
congressional scrutiny in a study of 
the administration’s security pro- 
gram in that the charges of leftist 
associations were primarily against 
his parents and sister. 

Novak also was charged with 
having failed to disclose member- 
ship in the International Workers 
Order on his loyalty form. The 
TWO, now defunct, is on the at- 
torney general’s list of subversive 
organizations.

UAW Pattern 


DETROIT, Sept. 4 —~A week- 
old strike of 20,000 Bendix Aviation 
Corp. workers was settled today 
by the third labor-management 
agreement reached in Detroit in 
four days, 

Like the other two—at Chrysler 
Corp. and American Motors Corp. 
~the three-year Bendix contract 
follows: the pattern set three 
months ago by United Auto Work- 
er agreements with the Ford Mo- 
tor Co. and General Motors Corp. 

The feature provision of them 
all is a layoff pay plan to guaran- 
tee workers 60 to 65 per cent of 
regular takehome pay, including 
state unemployment compensation, 
for periods of idleness up to 26 
weeks. 


STRIKE TO END 


The Bendix settlement ‘‘meets in 
all respects’’ the auto industry pat- 
tern, said a joint company-union 
statement, 

Martin Gerber, the UAW’s Ben- 
dix director, said the strike that 
began Saturday midnight a week 
ago at company plants in five 
cities will be terminated immedi- 
ately. The first of the strikers are 
expected to return to their jobs 
Tuesday after the Labor Day holi- 
day. 

Ratification meetings will be 
held starting tomorrow at the 
South Bend, Ind., plant. Other Ben- 
dix plants struck are at Elmira 
Heights, N. Y., Teterboro, N. J., 
North Hollywood, Calif., and De- 
troit. 

WIDER CONTRACT 


The new agreement also brings 
under the master contract for the 
first time workers at three other 
Bendix plants which were not 
struck. They are in Detroit, St. 
Joseph, Mich., and North Holly- 
wood. . 

Announcement of the settlement 
followed a continuous 30-hour me- 
diation session that began Satur- 
day morning. 

Terms of the pact provide in ad- 
dition to the layoff pay plan: 

Wage increases of six cents an 
hour or 2% per cent—whichever is 
greater—for all employes each of 
the three years, and an additional 
eight cents hourly for skilled 
workers. 


BIGGER PENSIONS 


Increases in pensions to give 
maximum benefits of about $250 a 
month, including social security. 

Improved insurance and hospi- 
tal-medical provisions. 

Additional shift differentials, va- 
cation and holiday benefits. 

These provisions were virtually 
identical with those granted Thurs- 
day by Chrysler and Friday by 
American Motors (Nash-Hudson). 

Under the Bendix and Chrysler 
contracts—as at Ford and GM— 
the companies will start paying 
into the layoff plan trust funds im- 
mediately, and benefits to idle 
workers could start in a year. At 
American Motors a one-year delay 
was agreed upon in the start of 
company payments into the fund.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—John 
L. Lewis said today that the 
proposed merger of the AFL and 
CIO will ‘‘part like the rope of 
sand it is,’ ander pressures from 
rival union leaders. 

The United Mine Workers presi- 
dent, appearing on the CBS-TV 
program, ‘‘Face the Nation,’’ said 
the merger was “particularly un- 
fortunate’’ because it would give 
“‘carnivorous’’ and ‘“cannibalis- 
tic’ unions the chance to prey on 
smaller groups within the organi- 
zation. 

He said he thought a majority 
of the leaders within the AFL 
were opposed to the merger pri- 
vately, event though they might 
go along with the plan in public. 
RAPS CONSTITUTION 

He said the United Mine Work- 
ers would never have agreed to 
many points in the constitution 
for the merged federation. He 
said the constitution gives the 
executive council such power that 
its decisions could never be over- 
turned by a convention, 

He said he did not oppose the 
new federation. The executive com- 
mittee .provided hy the constitu- 
tion, he said, “can perpetuate 
themselves in office by support of 
their affiliate unions.”’ 


Lewis noted that the two labor 
organizations had specifically ruled 
out any participation in the unity 
talks by the UMW. But he denied 
that his personal feelings toward 
such men as CIO President Walter 
Reuther in any way influenced his 
own attitude toward the merger. 


SUPPORT FOR IKE? 

“Between private impulse and 
animosity, and cold logic and the 
well-being of the people for whom 
you work,”’ he said, ‘‘there is all 
the difference. I have never per- 
mitted -my feeling for an individ- 
ual to stand in the way of the well- 
being of the people I work for.” 


The UMW president sidestepped 


ing President Eisenhower and the 
coming presidential campaign. 


He said he thought the President 
was “preparing to run” at the 
summer White House in Denver, 
but refused to say whether or not 
he would support him if he does. 


NIXON—NOT YET 


He described Chief Justice Earl 
Warren as ‘‘eminently qualified, if 
selected,”’ to serve as president.

U.S. Production Is 
Secret of Prosperity 


Today the nation pays tribute to labor 
and labor’s achievements. 

This year’s observance comes at a 
time when more people are employed than 
at any other period of American history. 
During the month of July—usually the 
month when seasonal unemployment is 
highest—the number gainfully employed 
passed the 64,000,000 mark. 


The nation is going into the fall season 
with optimism and a certainty that the 
national product for 1955 will set a new 
record. The country’s dynamic economic 
growth continues, fed by a growing popu- 
lation and prosperity based on demand 
for goods instead of gamblers’ specula- 
tions. 

The Communists make much of class 
distinctions they say exist between labor 
and capital. The record of this country 
makes liars of them. It is impossible to 
draw a sharp line in a country where most 
people work and where most of them, 
too, own a share of industry. 


Most of the millions of laborers in 
America are also capitalists. Every indi- 
vidual who has a savings account, a life 
insurance policy, a share of stock or 
money invested is a capitalist. 


In the final analysis the secret of 
America’s economic success is production 
—production that is restricted to no group 
or class but is for the masses and of the 
masses. A recent study shows that the 
average American worker today produces 
nearly six times as much in an hour of 
work as did his great-grandfather in 1850. 
At the present rate of increase, the av- 
erage output per hour of work will enable 
each worker within a century to produce 
as much in one seven-hour day as he now 
produces in a 40-hour week. 


Increased earning power has accom- 
panied this production record. Poverty is 
becoming nonexistent in the old sense. 
From an average of more than 70 hours 
per week in 1850, working time has de- 
clined to the 40-hour week of today. Lei- 
sure time for recreation and other pur- 
poses has doubled in this century. 

Development of oil, coal, electricity 
and other sources of energy has taken 
over virtually the entire physical work 
load and yet there is almost no unem- 
ployed. The per capita income in terms of 
purchasing power is about five times 
higher than the world average. Almost 
everybody owns a car, a television set and 
refrigerator. 

All of this has been achieved under 
freedom and private capitalism. Of all the 
nations on earth, America has come nearer 
to the socialist goal of providing abun- 
dance for all in a classless social order. 

We salute all Americans on Labor Day. 
The number among us who are not la- 
borers is too small to be counted.

Neighboring cities sent 
men and equipment to Atlanta to put 
down the big post World War I blaze 
that threatened for a couple of days to 
engulf the town.

Los An eles Points Way 


For Teacher Recruitment. 


The city of Los Angeles has 2,100 new 
and additional teachers going into the 
classrooms on Sept. 12. 

A total of 20,000 teachers will face 
some 500,000 pupils. Only New York City 
has a larger school system. It is by no 
means in a8 “healthy” a condition as Los 
Angeles. 

How then did Los Angeles do it? 

The answer is fundamental. 

The city. carried on a recruiting sys- 
tem. It was an intelligently planned 
campaign. Staff members visited select 
communities and interviewed applicants. 
The East and Midwest were the areas of 
recruitment.

highest in the country, although the 1955 
statistics are not yet available. 

Before the increase the Los Angeles 
scale was from $3,940 to $7,000 per year. 
New York’s was slightly higher. 

The 1953 figures show that average 
compensation for teachers ranged from 
$1,774 in Mississippi to $4,625 in New York 
and $4,300 in California. (Georgia's was 
$2,800.) 

Until four years ago teacher recruit- 
ment was confined to the state. The short- 
age became acute as California’s popula- 
tion continued to climb. Out-of-state 
searching then began. 

Three new state teachers’ colleges have 
been established since 1945. There are 
now 36 teacher-training institutions in 
California. There still are not enough 
graduates. 

Gov. Goodwin J. Knight, who seems 
genuinely interested in the problem of 
restoring the prestige of the teacher to 
the American educational scene, said of 
the over-all problem: 


*‘We cannot rely on other states or tempo- 
rary expediency as a solution to our teacher 
shortage. We must attract more of our people 
to this profession by paying more attractive 
salaries, by providing better training facili- 
ties at all our colleges and universities, and 
by demonstrating to potential teachers the 
vital importance of this work in our form of 
government and our way of life.’’ 


Recruitment is not confined to the two 
largest systems in the nation. 

Miss Ira Jarrell, of the Atlanta 
schools, has revealed that “we got all the 
teachers we could from Georgia and then 
recruited outside the state.” 

Her staff, too, is filled. 

Obviously some less well-paid systems 
are not staffed, and will include the less 
efficient teachers. 

Gov. Knight’s statement is the key to 
the future ... the profession must be 
made more attractive, the pay must be 
better. :

The Antirabies Program 


Must Be Houndproof 


The rabies story is an old and familiar 
one in the Georgia press. Scarcely a week 
passes without the report from somewhere 
in the state of an attack by a rabid fox 
or dog upon a domestic animal or upon 
a person. 

In the former case, the anima# must 
be destroyed. In the latter, the person 
bitten must take the Pasteur treatment, 
which is uncomfortable, inconvenient and 
costly. Fortunately, it is highly effective, 

From time to time, The Atlanta Con- 
stitution has said editorially that rabies 
could be wiped out if the public aroused 
itself to its eradication. 

Neither rabies outbreaks nor the edi- 
torial reaction to them is confined to 
Georgia. An article in a national maga- 
zine, The Rotarian, deals with this medi- 
eval disease which persists in hanging on 
into the 20th century; 

Last summer, the author says, Can- 
ada had the greatest rabies epidemic in 
its history. Pennsylvania had an infesta- 
tion that affected 16 counties. In Chicago 
50 persons were bitten in one day. 

All this is unnecessary, the author of 
the article points out, tragically so in mod- 
ern times. The answer is enforcement of 
an inoculation law. Britain has forced an 
inoculation program on its dogs and has 
been rabies-free since around 1900. 

So far, no substitute for the Pasteur 
treatment has been found to keep the vic- 
tim of a bite from a rabid animal from 
dying a painful, horrible death. So far 
nothing more effective than inoculation 
has been found to keep dogs from going 
mad. 

What we need to wipe out rabies in 
Georgia is a public opinion demanding 
that the inoculation program be made 
houndproof.

The Russians Resent 


Our Fingerprint Habit 


The security minded United States may 
give up a law which requires all non- 
official visitors to this country to be 
fingerprinted prior to receiving their 
visas. 

Reputedly the move has the backing 
of President Eisenhower. Reportedly the 
President learned at the recent Geneva 
conference from Marshal Georgi Zhukov 
himself how Russians and others to the 
east of the Iron Curtain resented this 
practice. And Washington now wants to 
help put holes .in the Iron Curtain - via 
means of swapping cultural missions and 
all that sort of thing. 

Mr. Eisenhower is supposed to have 
told ,Marshal Zhukov that such resent- 
mens is silly and that Americans get 
fingerprinted all the time. And so they 
do. sBetween identification cards, charg- 
a-plates, fingerprint‘ pads and birth cer- 
tificates, we spend a lot of man-hours 
each day proving our identities to each 
other. 3 

According to the Russian marshal, the 
inhabitants of the nations we regard as 
slave states find fingerprinting degrading, 
To them it connotes criminal proceedings. 

Come to think of it, that-is all it used 
to mean in this land of the free and home 
of the brave. And not so long ago at that. 
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‘Historians Must Decide It Georgians Acted 
With More Stupidity Than Britain’s Rulers’ 


Atlanta—The study of history is 
made up of equal parts of precise 
knowledge and imaginative sensi- 
bility. This eombination may be 
used to uncover evidence of hu- 
man stature or stupidity. 

In the days of Edward III, law 
makers solemnly ruled that Eng- 
land’s martial spirit was dissipati- 
ing itself on bowling greens op- 
erated by ‘‘subtile, inventative, 
and crafty persons.”

It was not until 1845 that these 
ancient repressive. laws were at 
last repealed. 


It has taken the Georgia State 
Board of Education considerably 
less time to revoke their ruling 
that teachers would be discharged 
if they were members of the 
N.A.A.C.P. For this reversal we 
are duly grateful. Future histor- 
ians will relate how long it took 
the Georgia state commissioner of 
insurance to revoke his ruling 
limiting the advertisement of 
girdles (or was it loans) to 16 
square inches of newspaper space. 

We may also let the historians 
decide whether administrative stu- 
pidity in present day Georgia is 
greater than legislative stupidity 
in old England. *

No Foreign Policy Expert 


Former Gov. Herman Talmadge is acting very much like a man 
who wants to be a United States senator. He has now taken to talking 
on many matters of national and international policy in order to offer 
himself as a man qualified for national leadership. 


Unfortunately expertise is not 
transferable. Even a good gover- 
nor does not necessarily make a 
good senator. An expert on state 
administration is not necessarily 
informed on foreign affairs. 


Every speech that Mr. Talmadge 
makes on foreign policy empha- 
sizes his obvious lack of infor- 
mation and knowledge in this field. 
His every comment on the inter- 
national scene sharpens the con- 
trast between the former governor 
and the present chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, Sen. Walter F, George. 


Several weeks ago Mr. Tal- 
madge came out in favor of the 
discredited Bricker amendment. 
This amendment, if approved, 
would tie the hands of the Presi- 
dent in dealing with foreign pow- 
ers. The Bricker amendment has 
been opposed by President Eisen- 
hower and by former President 
Truman, by both Johm Foster 
Dulles and Dean Acheson.

Air Reconnaissance 


Deserves a Chance 


WASHINGTON—Prime Minister Bulganin pres- 
ently opposes President Eisenhower’s proposal to 
exchange blueprints with the Soviet Union and per- 


mit continuous air reconnaissance. 


His stated position is that air reconnaissance is unrealistic, that it 
would not produce the needed information. 


It seems to me that Mr. Bul- 
ganin’s contention leads to ex- 
actly the reverse conclusion: That 
the argument, even though sin- 
cerely held, that air reconnais- 
sance would not work is not an 
argument against trying it but 
is a strong argument in favor of 
trying it. 

‘In unofficial talks with the 
leaders of the United States,” 
says the Soviet leader, ‘‘we said 
straightforwardly that aerial pho- 
tography would not give the re- 
sults expected of it, since both 
our countries dispose of vast 
areas on which, if you wanted, 
you could conceal anything you 
wished.”’ 

This seems to me to be under- 
standable skepticism but there 
are, I think, three reasons why 
the Kremlin’s skepticism about 
air reconnaissance as a means 
of disarmament inspection ar- 
gues for, not against, its accep- 
tance: 

1. If the Soviets truly believe 
that air reconnaissance will not 
work because, as Mr. Bulganin 
remarked, ‘‘you could conceal 
anything you wished,” then Mos- 
cow should not object to trying 
it since, in the Russian view, they 
would not risk revealing anything 
they did not wish to reveal. 

2. The belief that air reconnais- 
sance would not work can, at 
this stage, only be a judgment 
since it has never been tried.

Therefore, the logical and com- 
pelling answer is that both sides 
ought to be willing to find out 
whether that judgment is correcf, 
and the only way to find out if 
to do it. If it isn’t realistic, we. 
don’t want to rely on it any more’ 
than the Soviets. If the Soviets, 
oppose it only because they think’ 
it won't work, they ought to be, 
willing to submit their judgment: 
to the test. of actual experimen 
tation. 


3, Both sides must have con’ 
fidence in the inspection system 
before both sides can have con- 
fidence in any disarmament. This, 
then, is another reason why we 
ought to test the workability of 
inspection under actual condi- 
tions and over a long enough 
period of time so that neither side 
can doubt that the danger of sur- 
prise attack has been overwhelm- 
ingly eliminated. 

We certainly can’t argue dog- 
matically that the Soviets are 
wrong in contending that aerial 
inspection is not workable; but 
we can argue strongly and fair. 
ly that it cannot be considered 
unworkable until it has been tried. 
A good layer of skepticism makes 
for a healthy state of mind but 
Prime Minister Bulganin’s skepti- 
cism about aerial inspection 
ought to be tested against actual 
conditions, not against theory 
only. 


The Number One Reason 
For Accidents Is Speeding 


In the Camilla Enterprise 
Gov. Marvin Griffin has ordered the State Patrol to clamp down 


on speeding in Georgia. 


The record shows that we are not doing as well this year as 
last, our total number of fatal accidents are running ahead of the 


same period last year. 

Gov. Griffin will find warm 
support throughout the state for 
this recent order. Law enforce- 
ment starts at the top — if the 
governor means business it» will 
soon be reflected in the actions 
of every patrolman on the high- 
way. 

Here a year or two ago the 
governor of Alabama got in his 
own car and went out on the 
highway to help patrol and cut 
speeding in his own state. Don’t 
know whether or not this is 
such a good idea—but it dramat- 
ically emphasized the determi- 
nation of the Alabama governor 
to get something done about 
speed in his state. There was 
no doubt in anyone’s mind that 
he intended to put a stop to as 
much speeding as possible. 


It’s foolish to talk about a lot 
of other things being the cause 
of fatal accidents when most 
everyone can be traced to ‘“‘speed 
too fast for conditions.”’ Reading 
the press reports of the recent 
20. fatal accidents in Georgia the 
wording “lost control’’—‘‘failed 
to make curve’’—appear to be 
the most frequent cause, These 
statements just spell one thing 
—60-70-80-90. 

Enforcing the state’s 60-mile 
per hour limit is hard. The aver- 
age motorist drives that as a 
cruising speed to start with and 


cary climbs up five or 10 


miles more unconsciously. It’s 
mighty hard for tourists too, as 
they ride four or five hundred 
miles per day, to not gradually 
speed up as the hours pass on. 


The main trouble with enfore- 
ing speed laws is that every one 
wants speeding stopped but they 
want to still be privileged to push 
it over the limit in their own 
cars. If 60 is to be the top— 
then everything has got to stay 
under it—including streamlined 
passenger buses on a late sched- 
ule and politicians rushing to 
late appointments and cross-coun- 
try trucks empty returning for 
another load, as well as junior 
out with the family car for a date. 

Enforcing the 60 mile per hour 
speed limit is about like the 
family with six children who 
couldn’t ever get them all to

_ Many State Employes Put In Long Hours 
At Hard Jobs With Little Pay in Return 


As today ts Labor Day, a good word might be 


government. Taxpayers are in- 
clined “Yo complain about state 
officials or employes being over- « 
paid, because they hear of a few ,; 
of these people who draw big 
checks for little work. Since 
news concerns itself with the 
unusual, little is published of the 
fine work day-by-lay turned in © 
by the thousands of faithful state 
employes and conscientious of- 
ficiais. 

Two state representatives have 
asked the State Highway Board Ys 
to carry out the request of the Georgia Legislature 
of a few years ago and raise the salaries of day 
Jaborers on the roads. Obviously the highway 
board can’t do this unless it gets some more 
mopey from the Budget Commission. To do so 
would require an estimated $390,000 annually in 
additional money. 


There can be no argument, however, that these 
workers should get more money. They are work- 
ing for 60 cents an hour. For 50 hours a week on 
the road, they draw $30. Reps. Albert Campbell of 
Walker County and Van Underwood of Bartow 
asked the board to increase this pay for the 900 
highway maintenance men to 75 cents an hour. 
Probably the only reason they didn’t .ask for 
$1.00 an hour is that they figured they had a chance 
of getting immediate action on the 75 cents plea. 

The Legislature in 1951 passed a resolution ask- 
ing the board to pay the workers 75 cents an hour 
because, at that time, 75 cents was the national 
minimum wage. The national minimum wage has 
been increased since then. However, Campbell and 
Underwood figured the 1951 legislative resolution 
is still in effect and therefore the board today is 
under direction of the Legislature to pay 75 
cents an hour. 


A group of state employes who should and must 
have a pay raise is the attendants at the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital. It is extremely unlikely that 
many of these people will get a holiday tomorrow 
when the nation honors the working people. A 
crisis would occur in the gigantic mental hospital 
if these people were given a holiday for rest.

These workers have to»work 12 to 15 hours a day 
for six days a week. That is, they are supposed 
to work only six days. Many times they have to 
work seven days a week because of those con- 
stant emergencies. 

Ever spend an hour with a mental patient? 
Think of serving a lot of mentally disturbed pa- 
tients for 15 hours a day—every day. Your own 
patience might be worn thin. 

Sen. Arnold Parker of Milledgeville and others 
have asked that the attendants be placed on an 
eight-hour day. It’s hard to think that a request 


like this would come to the state in the year 1955,, 


so many years after private industry went to the 
40-hour week. However, the state government, 
supported by taxes, cannot grant the request. It 
would cost more than $1,000,000 to add enough 
workers to reduce the day for the attendants to 
eight hours. 


State Welfare Director Alan Kemper asked for 
a little money to grant pay raises for the at- 
tendants (they start at $173 per month) and to 
reduce the workday a little (not to eight hours, 
though). He didn’t get enough to make any head- 
way. 

Better care, not better buildings, is what mental 
patients need today. They can get more sympa- 
thetic care from attendants who aren’t completely 
worn out. 

A group of state employes who are particular- 
ly busy this holiday weekend are the state troop- 
ers. Col. W. C. Dominy has put every available 
man in patrol cars to try to prevent death on the 
highways. But the State Patrol of Georgia doesn’t 
have enough men. It has only 300 troopers. The 
National Safety Council says it needs 500 to patrol 
the mileage in this state. Aside from the fact that 
the partol doesn’t have enough troopers, some of 
the men it does have aren’t patrolling the high- 
ways. They are being used as deputies by sheriffs 
of some counties, which request and get too much 
service from the Highway Patrol.

WASHINGTON—The central approach to which United States 
representatives will hew at the imminent United Nations Disarma- 
ment Commission discussions can be stated simply: 

Build an inspection system which will detect even a part of the 
fairly massive mobilization necessary for a really effective sneak 
attack against a modern atom-armed nation and you have largely 
licked the first phase of the problem. 


This is because it is strongly 
believed that only by a sneak 
attack — an atomic Pearl Har- 
bor — can an aggressor wrest 
any kind of useful victory out 
of atomic war. Any ordinary, 
lengthy slugging match in this 
era of fusion and fission bombs 
would merely reduce both ag- 
gressor and victim to smoking 
ruins. 

So—how to detect, and there- 
by make unlikely, a big sneak 
attack? This is the central theme

Disarmament, to garble the 
title of a current movie, is a 
many-splintered thing. It has 
many angles. But the top Ameri- 
can thinking, in and out of the 
new “office of disarmament’ 
headed by Harold E. Stassen 
within the administration looks 
centrally to the prevention of 
sneak attack. 


And to detect the preparations 
for sneak attack, the proposal 
for mutual aerial inspection 
launched by President Eisen- 
hower at the Geneva summit 
conference looks like the best 
system. Modern aerial photog- 
raphy, which can photograph 
through mist, cloud or night and 
which can pull distant panorama 
into a surprisingly intimate close- 
up, is the “scientific break- 
through” which makes this 
aerial plan feasible. 

If the Soviet Union wishes to 
marry aerial inspection to its 
own scheme, proposed in its note 
of May 10 for an ‘‘alarm sys- 
tem”’ of ground inspection — the 
maintenance of inspection teams 
at such key points as central 
airfields, seaports and rail junc- 
tions — that will be welcomed. 
The ground system has real 
possibilities provided inspection 
teams can move around freély 
within given districts (not per- 
mitted under today’s futile Ko- 
rean inspection plan) and pro- 
vided something more than a 
few key ports and airfields are 
included, 


‘Inspection at key points” 
might well include scrutiny of 
such “points’’ as steel-production 
statistics, output at jet- plane 
factories or activity at guided- 
missile plants. 

Now no disarmament expert 
would contend that aerial inspec- 


tion — or ground inspection at 
certain .sensitive ‘‘alarm’’ cen- 
ters — would detect a minor 


build-up for attack or even all 
elements of a major build-up for 
attack. But it is reasoned that 
if an aggressor nation is mov- 
ing to launch the kind of mas- 
sive onslaught that would be nec- 
essary to wipe out another na- 
tion’s capacity for massive re- 
taliation, the necessary sizable 
mobilization would indeed be de- 
tectable.

Electronic Scientists Working on a Device 


Which Will—in Near Future—Read Minds 


Editor’s note: Drew Pearson is taking a 
brief vacation. In his absence, his column is 
being continued by members of his staff.

WASHINGTON—It is still in the secret devel- 
opmental stage but electronic scientists are work- 
ing on a device that will read people’s minds. 


Dr. Thomas P. Goldsmith, research vice presi- 
dent for Allen B. Du Mont Laboratories, acknowl- 
edged to this column that his staff is experiment- 
ing with a thought-reading machine. Successful 
tests, in fact, have already been held. 

“We ask someone questions. We can tell what 
he is getting ready to say even though he may not 
have said it,”’ Dr. Goldsmith explained. 

“It has me a little scared,’’ he added. 

Stressing that their research is in the early 
stages, Goldsmith explained that the electronic 
thought-reading machine is based on somewhat 
the same principle as the electro-encephalograph, 
which measures brain waves. 

“We are learning about mechanisms of com- 
munication between .people,”” he said. “ I guess 
you would say we are investigating the sixth 
sense.’ 

Asked how he feels about his experiments with 
electronic mind-reading, he replied: CA little like 
scientists must have felt on the threshold of dis- 
covering atomic energy.” 

Note: Another Du Mont Laboratories spokes- 
man later stressed that a thought-reading machine 
is a long way off. He estimated that the labora-

tories probably would issue no formal news on 
their discoveries for another five years.

The property is owned by Neal 
and Preston Morgan, the pro- 
duce men. The City of Rossville 
has an option to buy it for $15,- 
000—one-fourth down and 15 
years to pay. The city and his- 
‘torical societies of the area are 
trying to’ raise the money by 
contributions, 


or structually altered for 25 
years. 


The Morgans set out a while 
back to repaw the house in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the 
deed. They thought maybe 
they’d have the siding stripped 
off the logs, a new roof put on

Neal Morgan said they figured. 
on a new porch, too, with log 
posts and other pioneer fea- 
tures, like the old one. But about 
the same time, they heard of the 
movement to save the old place 
as a historical monument and 
held off on the renovation.

Whatever happens, the house 
is safe from destruction by man 
for 18 or 19 years—until the 25- 
year period specified in the deed 
expires. It could succumb to

Teeh Aids 
Teachers 


Of Physics 


By DAN COGGIN 


A course designed to bring high 
school physics teachers up to date 
in their field will be presented by 
Georgia Tech this fall. 


The 12-week course, which will 
be repeated in following quarters 
if there is sufficient demand, will 
attract physics teachers in all city, 
county and private schools in the 
Atlanta area. 


The course will be instructed by 
E. T. Patronis of the Georgia Tech 
School of Physics. 


WANT RECRUITS 


Patronis said the country is hard 
pressed for physicists and not 
nearly enough young people are 
going into the field. 


“High school physics teachers 
should know exactly what's going 
on in the field, and should have 
sufficient knowledge to present 
physies to the student in an in- 
teresting way,”’ he added: 


Patronis pointed out that ‘“‘per- 
haps one American student in 25 
takes physics in high school, while 
in Russia it is required material 
for all. In another generation, this 
will result in America’s falling be- 
hind Russia in atomic and nuclear 
development,”” he asserted. 


“If our physics teachers could 
each bring 10 students a year into 
the field, the problem would not 
exist. A good physics teacher, pre- 
senting the material to the student 
in the right manner, could accom- 
plish this. 


20-PUPIL TOPS 


“A beginning must be made 
somewhere, and that is the pur- 
pose of this course,”’ he said. 


Classes will be kept at a maxi- 
mum of 20 persons so that more 
individual attention can be given. 
If more than 20 teachers apply, 
additional classes will be ar- 
ranged. 


The five quarter hours’ credit is 
recognized by the State Depart- 
ment of Education, and counts to- 
wards the 10 credits teachers must 
obtain every six years for renewal 
of license. 


A natural transition will be made 
from the introductory topics to 
the Bohr Theory of the atom, 
atomic structure, and X-radiation. 
Radiation quanta, the photoelect- 
ric effect, and electron properties 
will be discussed along with the 
instruments used in making atomic 
measurements. 


Recent investigations in atomic, 
nuclear and solid state physics will 
be examined following a detailed 
study of natural radioactivity, ar- 
tificially produced radioisotopes, 
particle accelerators, nuclear piles 
and nuclear radiation.

Tag Fees 


A shortage of $680.01 in auto tag | 
fees is revealed in the annual 
audit of the State Revenue Depart- 
ment. The funds disappeared from 
a cash box one night last June. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. 
said that State Revenue Commis- 
sioner T. V. Williams should re- 
cover the funds from the surety 
bonds of officials or employes of 
the Motor Vehicle Division. Other- 
wise, the auditor added, the bond 
of the state revenue commission- 
er is liable, unless the Legislature 
by special act relieves this lia- 
bility. 

The annual audit of the State 
Revenue Department showed a re- 
duction in administrative costs, 
while the department increased 
tax collections $10 million to $231,- 
040,697. Administrative costs were 
3.86 per cent, as compared with 
3.91 per cent the previous year and 
3.81 in 1953. The rate of cost of col- 
lecting. taxes dropped despite the 
fact that the department had 875 
persons on the payroll as com- 
pared with 808 the previous year. 

Thrasher cited a few irregulari- 
ties in the operation of the depart- 
ment. 

The audit noted $895.68 in miscel- 
laneous funds held in the tag di- 
vision on June 30, 1955. Law re- 
quires the cashier to promptly de- 
posit all public monies in a desig- 
nated state depository. 

GAVE AWAY TAGS 

The audit reported that during 
the administration of the late Com- 
missioner Charlie Redwine the de- 
partment had given away 450 
sample zero tags for which the 
state had paid 20 cents each. State 
law does not permit the depart- 
ment to give away tags from which

Student clubs are not formed 
in a haphazard or lackadaisical 
manner. Properly supervised, 
all school organizations must be 
approved by the city school 
superintendent, who recognizes 
only those groups which tend 
to develop good character, mor- 
als and health, and promote 
higher standards of scholarship. 

A. D. Jones, director of club 
activities in Atlanta schools, 
said that the purpose of his 
office is ‘“‘the same as the over- 
all educational objectives of the 
Atlanta public schools.’’ 


*‘We want to help students de- 
velop new interests, try them- 
selves out in new situations 
and understand themselves as 
worthwhile individuals,”’ Mr. 
Jones said. 


“HOW TO GET ALONG” 


‘‘Teaching how to get along 
with their fellow students, par- 
ents and other adults and to 
face life without confusion; to 
take responsibility based upon 
their maturity, to make sound 
plans and carry them out and 
to maintain better teacher-pupil 
relationships are part of our 
over-all aim.” 


Atlanta teachers give the nod 
to organized student activities, 
on the theory that teachers get 
along with pupils much better 
after association with them in 
the informal relationship of 
such activities. 


“Character education is a 
necessary part of the teach- 
ing of every academic sub- 
ject,”” Mr. Jones said, “but it oft- 
en falls short of reaching the 
goal.

We must 
work with all organizations and 
agencies (Churches, PTAs, 
courts) to determine the needs 
and remove undesirable areas of 
environment.”

BREAD LOAF, Vt.—Up to now I've refrained from mention- 
ing any of the educational aspects of my safari into Darkest 
New England here at the Bread Loaf Writers Conference.

And then there was the question of 
general interest. Who's interested in writing, I asked. 


The answer, I am now convinced, is practically everybody. 
Discounting the fact that underneath many a bland exterior beats 
the tempestuous heart of a Poe or a Hemingway, there's still 
the chance that anybody who can read is in a measure curious 
about the craft of writing. 


A college-sponsored conference for writers is, as the director, 
Theodore Morrison, pointed out here on opening night, peculiarly 
American. 


**Foreigners,”’ he said, ‘‘whether from England or France or 
the remote puriieus of scholarly English departments, regard it 
with amazement, as they would tribal rites designed to bring on 
rain or ensure a big catch of crocodiles on the next hunt.” 


He went on to say that some conferences are ‘three or four- 
day pow-wows, orgies of shop talk, huddles over the question 
how to get to market whether you have anything worth selling 
or not. Some are talent-hunts. And some, like Bread Loaf, at- 
tempt to combine these two with ‘‘the enterprise of learning as 
the dominant purpose.”’ 


He is not sure writers can be taught writing, but he believes 
that ‘‘People come to see that a great deal of technical lore and 
craft cunning has been stored up about writing and that it’s 
worth knowing and pasting up inside one’s skull to reflect on at 
desperate moments, even though its application to the work in 
hand may not be exact or easily discovered.” 


So far I haven’t sorted out the kernels of applicable wisdom 
I've picked up here. Some people go with notebooks and assid- 
uously write down everything. I have been operating on the 
general theory that if I heard anything I could use I wouldn't 
forget it anyhow. 


Only once did I take notes, and that was the day A. B. 
Guthrie Jr. decided to give out with some rules for short story 
writers. Mr. Guthrie, the author of ‘The Big Sky,” ‘“The Way 
West’’ and the movie scripts of ‘‘Shane’’ and ‘““The Kentuckian,” 
got himself in trouble the first day of the conference by reading 
a short story of his own aloud. This story, unfortunately, was 
about a staff member who had to decide whether to tell a con- 
tributor that her prose, in a word, stank. 


The conflict, as Mr. Guthrie pointed out, was between honesty 
and compassion. 


The contributor was an aging school teacher, dumpy, thick- 
ankled, drab and untalented. Writing was her one source of. 
pleasure, her opportunity to dwell in the realm of the imagi- 
nation. 


Well, there happens to be many school teachers at this con- 
ference and they weren’t amused by Mr. Guthrie’s little literary 
exercise. For two days indignation meetings were held all over 
the campus and then one morning Mr. Guthrie threw his story 
a the arena like an early Christian martyr being thrown to the 

ons. 

**What’s wrong with this story?” he asked. 


And they told him. Trembling with rage and resentment 
they told him. And with a show of commendable sportsmanship 
Mr. Guthrie had to admit that they were right. It was all right 
for the teacher to be drab and homély and aging, but he had 
stripped her of her human dignity. He had‘robbed her of her 
right to honesty. 


Mr, Guthrie, sport that he is, is going to rewrite the ending 
of his story and there isn’t a soul at the conference who doesn’t 
wish him luck in selling it. He has, by temporarily changing 
places with us, become the most popular boy on the campus. 

Meanwhile, his last rule for short story writers preys on my 
mind. This rule is a question, and as I write of writing I’ve 
asked it of myseif over and over: “Will somebody care?’”’ I 
hope a few would-be writers are reading the paper this morning,

On that 
same day came the ill-timed and badly-organized revolt of some 
Argentine naval units.

After the Army restored order, however, a change was ap- 
parent.

Peron's attitude became strangely conciliatory and un- 
characteristic. The war on the church was called off. Jailed 
priests were released.

And for 
the first time Peron allowed the political opposition, the Radical 
party, to speak in a nationwide broadcast. But last month, re- 
newed plots and demonstrations, followed by police repression, 
ended the pretense of “pacification.’’ A public offer of resigna- 
tion was interpreted as an invitation to Peron’s supporters to 
show their strength. The C.G.T. at once announced a nationwide 
strike and a great demonstration by the descamisados in the 
president's support.

Consumer Surveys 


Could Improve Autos 


Margaret Ragsdale is a tal- 
ented writer for the News-Senti- 
nel ‘at Knoxville, Tenn. 

When I was in Knoxville re- 
cently for some speeches, she 
came over to interview me dur- 
ing my breakfast. 

Since I was to address the Sales 


Executive Club at_noon, our talk 
veered around to consumer sur- 
veys. 

“Dr. Crane, I wish manufac- 
turers would pay more attention 
to the wishes of us consumers,” 
Margaret began. 

“If they’d produce more pre- 
cisely what we want, it wouldn't 
place such a burden on the sales- 
men and advertisers.” 

Then she gave me a personal 
example. Her automobile had a 
curved metal housing :for the 
speedometer which reflected 
light against the windshield di- 
rectly in front of the driver. 

So she politely wrote a 3-page 
letter to the automobile firm in 
Detroit suggesting that the engi- 
neers eliminate this curved spot 
on the panel and thus stop the 
needless eye strain on motorists. 

Since her husband is an engi- 
neer and she is a very discern- 
ing woman, she mentioned sev- 
eral other minor flaws that could 
easily have been corrected. 


AUTO PERFECT 


“Dr. Crane, do you suppose 
they thanked me for my unsel- 
fish advice by which they could 
have made their automobiles 
more appealing?’ she asked. 

“Instead, they brushed me off 
with a curt letter insisting their 
automobile was perfect and re- 
quired no improvements. 

“So I dropped them a reply 
saying my husband and I had 
traded our car on a rival brand 
of automobile.”’ 

Well, I can doubly appreciate 
what Margaret had in mind for 
the make of car which I now 
driv@ also has a similar curved 
metal piece which bounces the 
sun’s reflection back against the 
inside of my windshield and gives 
me a headache within an hour 
or two. 

It the designing engineers 
would use a little more ‘horse 
sense,”’ and if they would take 
the consumer’s viewpoint, they 
could easily remove such minor 
flaws in modern motor cars. 

We apparently have too many 
‘‘brain trusters’’ who are sitting 
on their fannies concocting man- 
ufactured items that only partly 
fulfil the needs of us consumers. 


LESS PRESSURE 


If more applied psychologists 
who specialize in efficiency en- 
gineering were employed to okay 
or veto new models, there’d be 
less pressure on modern sales- 
men and advertisers to unload 
only partially perfect merchan- 
dise. 

To be specific, if is idiotic that 
they still manufacture automo- 
*‘biles that depend on the right 
foot for the brake pedal. 

Since this right foot is also 
required to operate the foot 
throttle, it is NOT in constant 
contact with the brake, but must 
waste precious time moving 
across from throttle to brake 
pedal. 

‘‘Horse sense’’ would have the 
brake pedal in constant contact 
with ‘the driver’s foot, thereby 
saving thousands of lives. The 
idle left foot should either op- 
erate the brake or else the throt- 
tle. 

But no — lazy inertia keeps

Hunters Cautioned 


About Overexertion 


Hunting is relatively safe, con- 
sidering the number of hunters 
and the low accident toll. When 
a casualty does occur, it is wide- 
ly publicized because it usually 
is due to carelessness or is freak- 
ish in nature. But regardless of 
the low mortality, the majority 
of fatalities are avoidable. 


With the onset of the hunting 
season, I’m more concerned 
about the man who is in no 
condition to overexert himself. 
The sport is just plain hard,work 
and there’s no sense in kidding 
ourselves that it isn’t, Walking 
with pounds of gear through 

rush, marsh, or a cornfield is 
a burden to men not used to 
heavy labor. 


As a rule, however, the nor- 
mal heart can adjust to the 
strain but those over 50 may get 
into difficulty, The walls of his 
coronary arteries have been 
thickening gradually and the 
amount of blood able to pass 
through these vessels becomes 
less and less with each decade. 

This is a silent process and 
the heart muscle will not rebel 
so long as it receives as much 
nourishment as it needs for the 
task at hand. 


In the beginning stages, there 
is no way to determine what 
goes on. When. the physician lis- 
tens to the heart, the contrac- 
tions sound good and the beat is 
strong. Even the - electrocardio- 
graf is not sensitive enough to 
register this abnormality. 

Finally, with continued nar- 
rowing, a point is reached 
where the blood flow may be 
adequate for business exertion 
but not for strenuous activity. 

This is particularly true when 
the hunter has worked over- 


time so that he can get away | 


or if he has celebrated the night 
before and is suffering from the 
ill effects of too much to eat 
and drink and too little sleep.

Such incidents can be avoided 
by making hunting a leisure 
sport or leaving it alone. 

Most hunting guns are not 
peashooters but lethal weap- 
ons. Anyone who does not 
know the fundamentals of safe 
handling of guns has no busi- 
ness hunting. An unpardon- 
able sin is to point a gun at a 
friend, even in jest. Jokers who 
do this are regarded as careless, 
dangerous companions and are 
not likely to be asked on another 
hunting trip. 

Another variation of this rule 
is never to aim a gun at any- 
thing you do not wish to shoot 
whether it be a mailbox, live- 
stock or the broad side of a barn.

Never set a loaded gun against 
a tree or leave it where stran- 
gers can pick it up.
